CLARK DISSMEYER ON NEWAVE: "Quite 
a few Newave Cartoonists dislike 
the term Newave. I can see why-- 
I don't care much for it myself-- 
because of its imolications-but 
it is the art in question that 

is important, not the label, and 
because a lot of the best car- 
toonists around these days are 
saddled with the label newave, 
I'm perfectly happy to be a 
newave cartoonist. 

"Newave is in danger of 
beina considered an “art move- 
ment; actually, it is not. The 
problem with being a "movement" 
is that people write it off as 
a "phase" of art, one that, while being necess- 
ary to the development of the form, will pass; 
or, they think of it as a group that attempts 
to be unified in thought, attitude, goals--wor- 
se yet, they just write it off out of mindless 
snobbery. We are not like the surrealists; we 
do not excommunicate artists who differ from 
the "platform" some members are trying to set 
up. Our only platform is absolute freedom of 
expression and anyone who wants to express him- 
self in comics without arbitrary labels, res- 
trictions, or limits of any kind is welcome. 

"Newave is not a movement. It is not the 
product of a few artists who got together and 
masterminded a "scene." It grew of it's own 
accord, is growing everyday, and will continue 
to grow. It is the product of the same tech- 
nological advances that are decentralizing : 
every other artistic medium. Decentralization 
is the key word. The big television networks 
are running scared of cable, etc., that 
are offering unlimited variety and from 
home recorders that are destroying their 
copyrights and rendering Neilson's inop- 
erable. The big record companies are 
running scared of self-sufficient punks, 
alternative labels, and people all over 
who are taping the records for friends 
who then have no need to buy the records. 
The existing comics hierarchies have be- 
come outmoded with the coming of cheap 
offset and xerox printing which allows 
anyone to print a comic. While the range 
of material in the mainstream comics be- 
comes narrower and narrower, newave comix 
expand their range in both approach and 
content. 

“Newave is not on the defensive. We 
are artists and we will do our comics and 
get them out to those who love and want 
to read them." 2-83

GETTING A NEW ZINT GOING-- 


People often write to me and ask 

me to contribute to new zines, I 
usually do. That's why you see my 
articles and stuff in so many dif- 
ferent places. I'm always glad to 
help someone get something started 
and, if I like it, I continue to 
contribute. But people ask me to 
turn ny artists on to their zines 
and I have to say no. Why? Well, 
I am willing to contribute to new 
pubs myself, but I don't feel I 
should lay that trip on anyone else. 
That's why I tell people who want 
to contact one of the artists in 
the COMIX WAVE zines to write to 
the artist in care of COMIX WAVE 
and I will pass the letter on. I 
want you to do your own negotiating. 

Some of the problems that come 
up are serious. Are you ready to 
do a publication? What makes you 
think so? Why should anyone trust 
you with art, writing, or photography 
when you haven't published anything 
before? De you know how much art 
is out there unpublished and lost 
to everyone hecause an artist trusted 
someone who didn't come through? Do 
you know what internal distrust that 
creates? Refore you ask anyone for 
art or writing, you have to be ready 
to assume responsibility for that 
material. If your project falls 
through, you return that art and 
you anologize to the people in- 
volved, You don't just drop it and 
leave thst art dumped somewhere. 
And if you.den't have the money for 
the postage and the rest of the 
exnenses of publication, what are 
you doing soliciting material in 
the first nlace? 

Tt advise all of you who are 
beginning and advanced artists: 
1) never send your originals any- 
where. Always send a xerox or a 
stat. This, of course, does not 
apply to people you have worked 
with regularly and have learned 
to trust; 2) Set a time limit

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on the use of your work. I'd say 
two months maximum. If a project 
doesn't make in that time, it's 
questionable whether the publisher 
had it together in the first place. 
If you don’t set a time limit on 
the use of your art, you just wind 
up losing out on other publication 
possibilities, particularly when 
your material is topical. One 
thing we do at COMIX WAVE is get 
the artwork out right away--there 
are no long delays, none of these 
long silences where an artist: 
begins to doubt his publisher. 
There are long term projects. We 
have a few in the works, but they 
do not involve holding artwork out 
of circulation. 3) Once you have 
found that someone is unreliable, 
let the rest of the group know. 
I.maintain a file of letters re 
burns and ripoffs and unkept pro- 
mises, Anyone who uses COMIX WAVE 
is considered trustworthy and re- 
liable. Books are mailed out right 
away. Mail is answered quickly. We 
maintain a tight communication net- 
work. If someone violates this 
trust, we don't do business with 
them anymore and their name is 


_told to our associates privately. 


I've had people write to me about 


‘rip-offs and want the villains listed 


in my newsletter. I don't do that. 
I do file the letter and inform 


‘those concerned privately, f 
‘suggest you newcomers order one 


item from publishers plugged in 
this letter and see what kind of 
service you get. Don't order a 
lot of zines from anyone until you 
are sure of that seller, 4) If 
you send art to someone and they 
don't use it within a reasonable 
time period, send it somewhere 
else, I've been a pro photographer 
for over 20 years and it's my 
practice to give a magazine two 
weeks, then submit my photos or 
article elsewhere.

Keep them short and to the point. 
I'll run what seems pertinent.

NEWAVE refers to comics drawn and 
produced outside the overground 4 
Underground mainstream. These are 
usually published in small runs by 
offset or xerox. The most popular 
sizes are 4x5 (mini-comix) and 5x8 
(digestzines), but there are many 
variations in size, quantity, qua- 
lity, and price. Most of the minis 
sell for 25-50¢ and a first-class 
stamp, while most digestzines sell 
for 7521.50. Newave is primarily 
an apprentice medium, but artists 
participate in the comix on all 
levels. A younger artist learns 
by seeing his work run next to an 
older experienced artist. Newave 
is a fluid movement with newcomers 
joining all the time and old members 
moving on to more professional mags. 
How do the comix come into 
being? Well, the ideas are pri- 
mary, Many young people starting 
te cartoon imitate t-v and comic 
book materials. Fine, but that's 
imitation, not origins ty. Those 
who will become originals and make 
&@ name eventually are those who_ 
turn to life for their inspiration. 
You walk along a road and you see 
a@ school bus. filled with kids and 
you think SCHOOL BUS FUNNIES #1 & 
start working out some gags and 
stories about kids who commute, 
about kids who are bussed to strange 
schools in strange neighborhoods .- 
All kinds of possibilities come 
You go home and start to 
draw. Maybe you know some others 
who would like to get in on the 
ides and you write a few letters. 
Pretty soon, there is a new comic 
out-=SCHOOL BUS FUNNIES. Now this 
is easy with minis and newaves, 
but it’s almost impossible with 
standard comic books (32 pp, color 
covers, etc.). When you start to 
think of comics on the mainstrean 
level, it’s a matter of time and 
money, Market Research is more 
likely to determine what titles 
exist rather than human creativity. 
Individual people decide and create 
the minis and newaves; editorial 
boards come up with titles like 
Marvel’s US 1. Newave comix all 
have 8 personal style; nainstream 
Comics have s company style. You 
decide very early whether or not 
you want to work toward being 
Pself or whether you want to 
@ another in the long line of 
pencillers and inkers who have 
drawn Batman or Spider-Man. You 
have to decide whether you want 
to maintain your personal style 
or have it assimilated into the 
house style. You can’t have both. 
There is a book called HOW TO 
DRAW COMICS THE MARVEL WAY, but 
there could not be 2 book telling 
you how to draw comix the Newave

In the beginning the paper was blank and 
without forms, and the cartoonist said: "Let 
there be lines . ..." 

And Jack D. Zastre begat POLAR FUNNIES 1 
and we looked upon it and it was good. 

Bobby and I had a band called JEREMIAH 
PUDDLEDUCK'S HOT POOP EXTRAVAGANZA PRESENTS 
THE LOUISVILLE, NANBASKET & COROLLORY RAIL- 
ROAD and we'd created a cartoon mascot duck, 
so when Jack's comic inspired me, I did a 
one-pager called JEREMIAH PUDDLEDUCK in THE 
END OF THE WORLD. This led to the idea of 
a JEREMIAH PUDDLEDUCK comic, so I did a 
story where JP met a vampire duck, Quakula, 
and Bobby did a piece called GLICK SPACE. 
Jack ran JP through an hilarious tale and 
Dudley did a centerfold (1972). 

The second JP comic never made it to print. 
Someone stole most of the original artwork, 
including a story I did with JP as an inept 
and monomaniacal "crimefighter" called THE 
SHADUCK ("Who Cares What Evil Lurks in the 
Hearts of Men? The Shaduck don't!") and 
Larry Todd let Dr. Atomic do a cameo in that 
one. Basil had turned up by then and I 
created a Western character for JP based on 
Leone's Man with No Name called the Duck 
With No Guts which he fit into his Hatte 
Bros Gang series. Martina did a nude center- 
fold of JP. 

While Bobby, Basil, Martina and I (with 
frequent visits from Jack) were sharing a 
house known as The Loonery, Little-Bedlam- 
on-the-Red, I did ROLDO THE BARBARIAN to 
express my opinion of a comics industry 
which held that violence was preferable to 
drugs. At this point I got a lot of advice 
about career-orientation and, in a brief 
flirtation with success, spent a lot of 
money on production with color covers and 
the whole 'by the rules" bullshit routine. 
While I drew the book as a solo (except 
for a page Martina pencilled), my fellow 
Bedlamites did appear in the story as 
characters, 

Comix took a back seat then while I 
worked in a play, played on an album, and 
illustrated a novel. By the time I'd fini- 
shed all that, Frank and Bobby were splitting 
for Vancouver, Dudley was already long gone 
to the wilds of B.C. and I'm not sure what Jack 
and Basil were up to. 

Framk and Bobby, though travelling 
separately, returned about the same time... 
either late '79 or early '80 (I forget) and 
Frank started getting us together for weekly 
comix jams. The JAM=-PACT minis came out of 
these. The SNAFU FUNNIES series came a bit 
later, and Dudley rejoined us by the third 
issue. Jack put out his BAR WARS 1-5 and 
STREET MUSIC about this time. There were a 
few other things we did that haven't gotten 
printed yet. I did WIRED TALES ( a take off 
on the WEIRD TALES pulp) with Jack, Bobby, 
and Dudley, as well as the solo, TOO TWISTED 
TALES. That's about it so far. 


As for me personall drawing comix isn't 
what I do So much as how I do it. ROLDO 


AN OPEN LETTER TO NEWAVE CARTOONISTS AND ENTHUSIASTS: 
Greetings, one and all! 


Have you ever wondered what a certain artist looked 
like or sounded like in the real-live flesh? 

Most of us involved in the newave over the past few 
years have built up friendships through correspondence. 
Writing letters back and forth, to get to know one 
another, exchange product, ideas, ideals, etc, but have 
never met face to face.

Fort Lee, N.J: “3 & 

Otto Messmer, the cartoonist 
and film animator whose character 
Felix the Cat was featured in more 
than 300 short films in the 1920s 
and '30s, died Friday at age 91. 


Messmer began his career in 
1915. at Universal Film Co. in Fort 
Lee, the center of the infant movie 
industry before it moved to Hoily- 
wood. He painted scenery until Ris 
talent caught the eye of studio ex- 
ecutives. : 


He created Felix the. Cat in 
1919 at the request.of the studio. 
The silent animated shorts, usuaily 
shown. before features, carried. the 
feisty, clever feline around the 
world and spawned fan: clubs an 
stuffed toys. : 


But, as waa the custom; Mess- 
mer signed his:work with the name 
Pat Sullivan, who owned the studio, | 
and Messmer never owned the, 
rights to the-character. 


Messmer worked at Universal 
until 1933, when ‘Sullivan died. He 
then became a free-lance animator 
for several New York film studids, 
including Paramount, where he 
worked on Little Lulu cartoons. . 


- From 1924 until 1952, he also 
drew. a Felix the Cat cartoon strip 
in the New York Journal-American. 


In the mid-1930s, Messner 
stopped making Felix films, but the 
character was: revived in a televi- 
sion cartoon series in the: 1950s, 


_independent of Messmer or-Univer-
